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DETAILED ACTION 

The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, 
filed on August 9, 2002, and also on April 14, 2003, have been approved. A proper drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The correction to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 

1. Correction of Informalities - 37 CFR 1.85 

New corrected drawings must be filed with the changes incorporated therein. Identifying 
indicia, if provided, should include the title of the invention, inventor's name, and 
application number, or docket number (if any) if an application number has not been 
assigned to the application. If this information is provided, it must be placed on the front 
of each sheet and centered within the top margin. If corrected drawings are required in 
a Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37), the new drawings MUST be filed within the THREE 
MONTH shortened statutory period set for reply in the "Notice of Allowability." 
Extensions of time may NOT be obtained under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 . 1 36 for filing 
the corrected drawings after the mailing of a Notice of Allowability. The drawings should 
be filed as a separate paper with a transmittal letter addressed to the Official 
Draftsperson. 

2. Corrections other than Informalities Noted by Draftsperson on form PTO-948. 

All changes to the drawings, other than informalities noted by the Draftsperson, MUST 
be made in the same manner as above except that, normally, a highlighted (preferably 
red ink) sketch of the changes to be incorporated into the new drawings MUST be 
approved by the examiner before the application will be allowed. No changes will be 
permitted to be made, other than correction of informalities, unless the examiner has 
approved the proposed changes. 

Timing of Corrections 

Applicant is required to submit acceptable corrected drawings within the time period set in the 
Office action. See 37 CFR 1 .185(a). Failure to take corrective action within the set (or 
extended) period will result in ABANDONMENT of the application. 

Additionally, in order to avoid abandonment, the drawing informalities noted in Paper No. 

9, mailed on November 6, 2001 , must now be corrected. Correction can only be effected in the 

manner set forth in the above noted paper. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 11-14, 18-22, 24-2-29, 34, 36, 42-44, 46, 50-58, 65-88 are allowed. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 4-10, 23, 
30-32, 37-41, 45, and 59-64 drawn to a non-elected invention with traverse in Paper No. 10. 
Applicant is given TWO MONTHS or SIXTY DAYS from the date of this letter, whichever is 
longer, to cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144). Failure to 
take action during this period will be treated as authorization to cancel the noted claims by 
Examiner's Amendment and pass the case to issue. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) 
will not be permitted since this application will be passed to issue. 

The prosecution of this case is closed except for consideration of the above matter. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G 213. 

A shortened statutory period for reply to this action is set to expire TWO MONTHS from 
the mailing date of this letter.
